Our advice 
ia Tor all to keep cool in thii matter, and 
take the beat coarse to rid the state of the 
faithless moneyed institutions which have 
sought ts gave themselves from loss by 
throwing their worthless trash upon the peo- 
ple, -whose confidence they have so much 
abused. 


What shall b* done ? We say to the 


Bank Comptroller, that it is his duty to put 
into liquidation every bank which fails to 
respond tc the call to make good its securi- 
ties on the first of July, or hereafter when 
a legal call is made. There should be no 
hesitation in this niaSter — let him do his 
doty, according to the law, without fear or 
favor. The people demand this course of 
Vim and expect him to perform it. 


What further? Let the business men 


agree to take no Wisconsin paper money 
hereafter, except upon a specie basis, and 
let the farmers receive nothing but gold and 
silver for their produce. These measures 
faithfully carried out will bring bank rags to 
their proper level and prevent imposition and 
future losn from falling upon the producing 
classes, and wa earnestly recommend their 
adoption.

Tb« Bank Riot at JUilvraukee. 


From the Wisconsin of Monday. 


A terrible and dastardly mob on thi 


banks has prevailed in the city ever since 
about ten o'clock thii morning. It was 
started by a large crowd, mostly compose! 
of Germans, in the upper wards of the city 
—the 2d, 6th and 9th. 


A little over a month ago, the banks o 


this city, with the exception of the Farm 
ers' and Millers' Bank, entered into an 
agreement to sustain the circulation of al 
the banks of this state, until the 1st of De 
cember. On Saturday all the principa 
banking houses threw out ten of the banks 
included in their previous agreement, am 
published a card to that effect. 


It is no time to comment on their action 


It is enough that one of the most outra 
geous and infamous mobs that ever disgra 
cod a civilized country, has cast a stain up 
on this city, from which it can never recov 
er. It is enough that the lives of peacefu'. 
and unoffending citizens have been imper 
illed, by the mad and 'wicked mob. It is 
enough that law and order have been tram 
pled rapon,. and the dastardly rabble have 
presumed to adjudicate for themselves upon 
what is wrong and what is right. Of w'hat 
use is law, if it in not to be obeyed ? What 
protection is there for the business of any 
man, 
for our homes, our families and our 


firesides, if mob law is to be encouraged in 
any instance? 
NEVER! No matter what 


the offense, nor how much a people may 
feel themselves aggrieved, mob law is never 
to be justified. The leaders in such an 
outbreak are guilty of one of the most mon- 
strous crimes in the record of offenses, and 
deserve to be punished to the fall extent ol 
the law. 


Why are we sending armies to the south, 


but to sustain the laws and government ? 
And yet shall it be said that here in Mil- 
waukee there shall be no law but the rav 
ings and terror of the rabble ? Is the repn 
tation of this city to be accursed forever, 
and its laws and good order to be ruthlessly 
trampled upon, because a gang of despera- 
does choose to start a mob ? Out upon 
such an infamous theory! 
DOWN up- 


on such anarchy I 


The mob first commenced at the2d ward 


bank, about ten o'clock, and we are inform- 
ed that they gathered about there in large 
numbers, and soon cleaned out that institu- 
tion, of which Wm. M. Jacobs is oresident. 
Than tfiey came sarjicg down Ea'st Water 
street, beaded bv a band of music, to Alex. 
Mitchell's bank, e,nd gathered there by 
thousands. There were several individuals 
in the bank at the time, and they were una- 
ble to get out. First they attempted to 
force open the doors, but tho doors were 
barred and entrance denied. 


Then the rooks began to fly into the win- 


dows of Mitchell's Bank, and also into the 
windows of offices above and beneath the 
bank. It was not long before the windows 
were completely 
honeycombed. 
Great 


boulders were dug up from the pavement, 
and hurled in with a violence that must 
have resulted in killing any person, had he 
been struck favorably by them. ' 


There was no particular noise during the 


riotoni proceedings, except that there, would 
be now and then a shout as the rooks flew 
through the windows, and ther* was tbat 
continued! muttering, cursing and talking 
which always characterize, mobs of this 
kind. Oaoasionally M torn* fright would 


arise, the crowd would retreat in confusion, 
and discovering it was a fright without cause 
would advance again. 
On the outskirts of 


the crowd were peaceable citizens, looking 
on in amazement, and not knowing what to 
do, nor what to look for next. The stairs 
to upper stories of buildingu in the vicinity, 
were .crowded with men, women and, chil- 
dren. The windows of buildings in the vi- 
cinity were filled with heads of both sexes, 
looking on the scene in silence and wonder. 


Everybody seemed spell-bound, although 


there were many and many who bit their 
lips and knit their brows, and felt within 
themselves, an 4 said to those next to them, 
that this outrage had gone too far; that the 
citizens must rise up and put it down. 


Meanwhile the mob had broke into Mich- 


ell's Bank, and many of them rushed" in. 
They were resisted by the few who were in- 
side,-among whom was Mayor Brown, but 
the mob was too powerful for them. 
Now 


they went to work at the counters, 'tearing' 
them down, cutting out the windows, seiz- 
ing all the papers theiy could find, and toss- 
ing them out in the mtreet. Properly of all 
kinds was hurled into the street, and the 
bank.,was completely gutted. 


Luckily, however, a large proportion of 


tha valuables were in the vault, into which 
the crowd were unable to enter. Mr. Mitch- 
ell got out in sigh,t of the crowd and. at- 
tempted to speak. But atones and club flew 
thicker and faster, the rabble roared, and 
he was obliged to retire; 
:,".Now came the turn of the State Bank, 
directly opposite. It only needed a start, 
and soon the windows of that institution 
were completely dashed in. A stone struck 
one of the clerks, Mr. Hayden, and injured 
him considerably. Mr. Inbusch, the presi- 
dent barely escaped being struck on the 
head with a rock. The destruction at that 
bank was nearly as great as at Mitchell's 
They entered and tore up all the counters, 
broke up the furniture, and gutted out every 
thing. The some violence was used in the 
banking office of J. B. Martin, under the 
State Bank. 


They afterwards took all the furniture of 


these three institutions, and piling it into 
the streets, with all the paper and books 
they could get hold of, set them on fire. 


They also broke the windows of the bank- 


ing office of Mr. Bellinger, nnder the State 
Bank, and gutted out bis place of business. 
The same Vandalism was practiced upon 
the loan and insurance agency office of AI- 
lis & McGregor. Rocks were thrown into 
the windows of the Bank of Milwaukee. 


By this time Mayor Brown had ordered 


out the Montgomery Guards, but we under- 
stand (and if it is so, we regret to be com- 
pelled to say it,);that he ordered them cut 
with blank cartridges. This was only an 
invitation for the mob to fight, and a reck- 
less imperilling of the lives of the Guards. 
But the Guards marched against the crowd 
for some distance, driving them out of Mich- 
igan street, into East Water, where they 
came to a halt. 


Here the mob gathered about them, and 


for some reason.or other, the guards soon 
retired, and marched back again to their 
armory. Then the mob went to their work 
of destruction again ; but the indignation 
and anger of the citizens had by this time 
become unrestrainable, ann they determined 
to arm themselves with anything they couli 
get hold of, aud put down ^he mob if the 
lost their lives thereby. 


All this time, Capt. Hibbard and his com 


pany of Zouaves were at then- armory, read 
to act as soon as orders were given tbei 
from proper sources. Governor Randa. 
had been telegraphed to, and the answe 
oarne for them to disperse the mob. Tb 
gallant boys were ready to a man, in fui 
uniforms, with their guns and bayonets, an 
many of them with side arms. 
Their brav 


captain led them forth like a hero, a sing), 
hundred against thousands of mad desper 
adocs. 


But the noble fellows had determined tha 


the mob should be pint down, or they woul 
lose their lives in the attempt. Capt. Eib 
bard led them on with only his sword, un 
when the Zouave rally was given, every ci_ 
izen felt proud of them, and knew that the 
would do theii.- duty. 


On behind them followed the citizens 


many of them with muskets, prepared 
stand by the Zouaves to the last. We can 
not say to much for the brave young Zon 
aves. God bless them 1 was the heartfe 
utterance of every citizen as they startei 
off in a run against the crazy crowd. 


The mob retired before them. 
The 


formed in close order, and walked righi 
through the middle of the rabble without 
single gun being fired. One of the mo 
threw a butcher knife which came near hit 
tins one of the Zouaves, and the latte 
picked it up and stuck it in his belt as 
trophy. 


Occasionally the crowd would hoot 


them, and at one time-they seemed abou 
to make a rush back upon the " boys," bu 
the latter stood resolute with cocked mus 
kets, and well was it for the crowd that m 
advance upon the troops was made. 
Thi 


Zouaves finally cleaned out East Wate 
street, and as we write are guarding th 
streets above and below the banks, and nea 
the Nawhall House, with orders to fire up 
on any one that -attempts to break thei 
lines. 
One or two fire companies also cam 


out, and assisted in dispersing the crowc 
by squirting streams of water npon them 


By two o'clock order had been compara 


tively restored, but the mad spirit is not o 
course thoroughly quelled, and it behooves 
all our citizens to be on their guard. 
Thii 


s not a war against the banks, but agains 
your homes and against the city. 
Everj 


man must be prepared to risk his life, i: 
necessary, to pat down any further out 
ireaks, should they be attempted. It is a 
question of Law and Order against an in- 
"amous Mob. 


The people have undpubtedlj suffered by 


he banks breaking their agreement, but it 
s the wrong way to go to work for redress. 
Job law is NEVER justifiable. 
One bun- 


Ired special policemen have been detailed, 
and they have been engaged for hours iu 
irresting the ringleaders, whom they now 


e in custody. Some of those arrested 


ought like tigers, but were overpowered. 


Several were injured. 
Those we have 


leard of are Charley Larkin, son of the 
heriff, seriously; Alex. Mitchell, quite 
>ad!y; G. A. Starkweather, badly; J. B. 
ilartin, not seriously; and young Hayden. 
Mayor Brown was hit on the side of his 
lead. One of the mob got his hand nearly 
ut off by one of the Zouaves. Each of the 
banks will lose from $1000 to $2000, while 
he loss by the suspension of business—the 
estruction of papers that cannot be re- 
jlaced, cannot be covered we presume bv 
$50,000. 


There have been no business transac- 


ions at any of the banks to-day, they be- 
ng closed on account of the street troubles.

MESSRS. EDITORS : The first regiment of 


Wisconsin reached 
Chambersburg last 


Wednesday after having had a most delight- 
ful ride through a confltry no less patriotic 
or enthusiastic than our own state. :A11 
along the route we were greeted with a' 
heartfelt welcome. Strong voices, in every 
city, town and hamlet, wished us "God 
speed" or "bully, for you," while fair -harida 
wavad handkerchiefs and, gave us .boqueta 
from one end of the journey to the other. 


At Camp McClure we found a large num- 


ber of U. S. wagons and horses employed 
in conveying the baggage and ammunition 
of the regiments which' are continually ar- 
riving. 
Shortly after we had pitched our 


tenta at the above named camp we were 
joined by the 4th regiment of Connecticut 
and the llth of Pennsylvania, both of them 
fine looking bodies of men, but by their 
own admission not as well-drilled as our 
own regiment. During the four days that 
we remained at Chambersburg in Camp 
McClure, we took our first lesson in the art 
of cooking ; we had rather poor success at 
first, but soon learned' to cook a tolerable 
meal in a. short time. 


Chambersburg is distant frotu the Mary- 


land line about nine miles, and is'direotly 
north of Harper's Ferry about forty miles. 
There are plenty of negroes there, but the 
people ono in sentiment— Union men. • • . 


When we first came to that place there 


were about 15,00'0 men quartered in and 
about the tow.n, but now, owing to a change 
in Beanregard's disposition^ his fqrces, 
there are not more thau one-third that num- 
ber there. 
. 


Cn Sunday the ISth, our regiment was 


ordered to move to Hagerstown, a town sit 
uated about 20 miles south of Chambers- 
burg. Most of the day we were busy strik- 
ing tents, getting rations, packing knap- 
sacks, &c. At 4 o'clock, p. m., we took the 
cars, and were soon whirling along through 
a rough but productive section of country. 
Stopping at Grceucastle, the only station on 
the road, the people gave us bread and the 
real old fashioned apple butter, also filled 
our canteens and wished us success and a 
speedy return. All along the northern part

Thatc/ther 
banks were held up iu the same way, there 
is very strong proof, in the fact, after a suf- 
ficient time had elapsed to enable the Mil- 
waukee sharks to get this money into the 
hands of the people, they now repudiate it.
